Experiments are being carried out 
in Toronto at the school of hygiene .

termine the value of a new anti- 
pneumonia _ serum. For — several 
months Prof. J. T. Fitzgerald, a di- 
rector of the school, has been work- 
ing with Dr. W. H. Parks, of the 
New York health department, on the 
serum, : 

Many horses have been inoculated 
but the experiment is a lengthy one 
and it will be several months yet 
before the result is known. 

The anti-body serum, on which they 
are working, is known to be’ effect- 
ive only in type No. 1, and type No. 
2 of the disease, Prof. Fitzgerald 
stated.

“When we make the serum, after 
thorough testing, it will be -available 
for any practitioner who cares.to use 
it after he has determined what typo 
of pneumonia his patient is suffering 
from,” Prof, Fitzgerald stated.
